— The President is pleased to approve the 
award of the “VAYU SENA MEDAL"/“AIR FORCE 
MEDAL” to the undermentioned personnel fer acts of excep- 
tional devotion to duty or courage 

1. WING COMMANDER BIR INDER SINGH (5040), 
FLYING (PILOT). 

Wing Commander Bir Lndcr Singh took over command of 
a fighter squadron in July 1974. He has flown over 4000 
hours and has participated, with distinction, In the Indo-Pak 
Conflicts of 1965 and 1971. Due to his personal attention 
Wing Commander Bir Tnder Singh has maintained an excellent 
flight safety record over the past two years. During the 
Inter-Squadron Gunnery Meet, 1975, his Squadron was the 
best Squadron in front-gun firing and bombing. When the 
squadron was required to operate a detachment of aircraft 
from a transport base, Wing Commander Bir Inder Singh 
undertook and executed this task effectively. Wing Com- 
mander Bir Inder Singh has displayed courage, professional 
skill and devotion to duty of a high order. 

2. SQUADRON LEADER SUDESH CHAND KHUL- 
LER (5605). FLYING (PILOT) 

Squadron Leader Sudesh Chand Khuller has been a mem- 
ber of a front-line jet fighter squadron since September, 1973. 
During this period, he has flown 464 hours. Being an expe- 
rienced QFT, he was largey responsible for the training of 
young pilots with the result that the squadron now has a high 
proportion of operationally prepared pilots and the entire 
squadron holds current instrument ratings. During the tenure 
of Squadron T.eader Sudesh Chand Khuller. the squadron 
operated five detachments and, every time, planned tasks were 
completed without untoward incident. Squadron Leader 
Khuller has so far flown 4000 hours on single-engined aircraft 
of which 1636 hours have been devoted to the training of 
ab-initio pilots. 

Squadron Leader Sudesh Chand Khuller displayed courage, 
leadership and devotion to duty of a high order. 

3. SQUADRON LEADER SHASHI DHARAN FANI- 
CKER (6761) FLYING (PILOT) 

Squadron T.eader Shashi Dharan Panfcker has been with 
the Paratroopers Training School as a Staff Instructor since 
June. 1971. He is presently holding a Master Green category 
on Packet aircraft with a Command examiners ticket. His 
professional comnetence is evident from the manner in which 
he has handled flight emergencies. On one such occasion on 
31st December. 1974, while on a mission to airlift 20 passen- 
gers and 2000 Kgs of service load, he encountered a perilous 
situation of a run away propeller during Ihe crucial stages 
of the take off, which caused the aircraft to swerve violently, 
a few feet above the ground. Maintaining his composure and 
with his skill Squadron T.eader Pnnlcker brought H e aircraft 
under control and warded off whal might have been a serious 
accident. Squadron T.eader Pnnicker is an Instructor of con- 
siderable experience. He has flown 1450 instructional hours 
out of total flying record of 5350 hours, 

Squadron Leader Shashi Dharan Pnnlcker has displayed 
courage, professional competence and devotion to dutv of a 
high order. 

4. SQUADRON T.EADER OHETAN SWAROOP 
K ATARI A (7605) FLYTNO (PTT.OT) 

Squadron Leader Chetan Swaroop Kataria has been the 
Officer Commanding of a VIP Communication Helicopter 
Unit since May, 1974. He has a total of 3300 hours of acci- 
dent free flying to his credit and has been responsible for the 
training of many new pilots and In improving the categorisa- 
tion state of his unit to a very high operational standard. He 
not only discharged his duties well out also undertook nume- 
rous mercy missions and flood relief operations In Puniab and 
Rainsthan in 1975. Because of his exceptional organisational 
ability, guidance and devoted supervision, the unit flew 3600 
accident free hours within a period of 19 months. He success- 
fully organised the development of a battery-operated port- 
able refuelling rig for Chetak helicopter, on no cost basis, 
in his unit, which is a creditable achievement. 
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On 16 October 1975, Squadron Leader Kataria, while on a 
night training flight noticed that his helicopter had developed 
engine trouble due to material failure, with total loss of 
engine torque and heavy reduction in the rotor RPM. He 
faced the hazardous situation calmly and landed safely with- 
out any damage to the helicopter. 

Squadron Leader Chetan Swaroop Kataria has displaced 
courage, high professional skill and devotion to duty of a high 
order. 

5. SQUADRON LEADER V1JAY KUMAR MOHO- 
TRA (8441) FLYING (PILOT). 

Squadron Leader Vijay Kumar Mohotra was commissioned 
in the Tndiqn Air Force in April, 1964. He has a total of 
3010 hours of accident free flying to his credit of which 2218 
are on helicopters. Since December, 1975, he has been 
commanding a Helicopter Unit. 

On 23rd May, 1976, Squadron Leader Mohotra undertook 
tho evacuation of a seriously injured mountaineer from the 
Trishul Base Camp located at a height of 15,300 feet. The 
helipad constructed there by the team of mountaineers wag 
totally unsuitable for the safe landing of helicopter. Realis- 
ing the urgency of the mission, Squadron T.eader Mohotra 
carried out a detailed reconnaissance of the area and expertly 
indeed that a landing could be carried out if one of the camp 
tents was removed and the area made available for the land- 
ing. This was indicated to the mountaineers and the tent was 
removed. Thereafter, Squadron Leader Mohotra landed his 
helicopter safely and carried out the assigned task. 

On 26th May. 1976, after having completed a long and 
arduous sortie. Squadron T-cader Mohotra was once again 
called upon to carry out the evacuation of seriously injured 
civilians from a remote area in the close vicinity of the 
Northern Border. He set off immediately with two other heli- 
copters to a helipad nearest to where the casualties were. 
In the meantime, as immediate medical assistance was indi- 
cated and helicopter rescue facilities were not expected, the 
casualties were being moved bv stretcher-bearers along a diffi- 
cult and narrow mountain path. Realising the urgency to 
evacuate the casualties to better equipped hospital. Squadron 
Leader Mohotra immediately set about organising rescue 
oreiotiom of injured on the move. He landed his helicopter 
in turbulent and gusty weather conditions in a boulder strewn 
dry river bed- His outstanding performance in this operation 
inspired his formation pilots. 

Throughout Scmadron leader Vijay Kumar Mohotra dis- 
played courage, flying skill and devotion to duty of a high 
order. 

6. SQUADRON LEADER BHANWAR STNGH 
RATUORE (8687) FLYING (PTLOT) 

Squadron Lender Bhanwar Singh Rathore was commissioned 
in the Indian Air Force in August, 1964. He has an impres- 
sive total of 5600 flying hours, flying as many as 650 hours in 
one vear alone. During his present tenure with the Air 
Headquarters Communication Squadron, he has flown 2000 
hours, mostly on VIP tasks. He holds the highest category 
and Instrument Rating on HS-74R aircraft. He has had three 
engine failures on Devon aircraft. In all the three cases, 
squadron Leader Rathore executed a safp landing with admir- 
able courage and flying skill. During the 1971 operations 
Squadron Leader Rathore flew day and night to supply troops 
in the Eastern Sector. He put in 200 flving hours, making a 
significant contribution to the war effort. 

Squadron T.eader Bhanwar Singh Rathore disnlaved courage, 
high professional skill and devotion to duty of a high order.

Prevention of Cruelty to Animals 
(Application of Fines) Rules, 1978. 

1. Short title. — These rules may be called the Prevention 
of Cruelty to Animals (Application of Fines) Rules, 1978. 

2. Definitions. — In these rules, unless the context otherwise 
requires; 

(a) ‘Act’ means the Prevention of Cruelty to Animals 
Act. 1960 (59 of 1960); 

(b) ‘Board’ means the Animal Welfare Board establish- 
ed under the Act; 

(c) 'fines’ means fines levied under the Act. 

3. Fines, after deducting cost of collection, to be made 
over to Board : — ( 1 ) fines levied and realised under the Act 
shall, subject to any deductions relating to the cost of collec- 
tion, be made over by the State Government to the Board 
as soon as may be after due appropriation by law (by State 
Legislature) in this behalf. 

4. Application of fines made over to Board.- — (1) Fines 
made over by any State Government to the Board shall be 
applied exclusively for the following purposes, namely 

(i) the grant of financial assistance to societies dealing 
with the Prevention of Cruelty to Animals or orga- 
nisations actively interested in anim al welfare wort 
which are for the time being recognised by the 
Board; 

(ii) the maintenance of infirmaries pinjrapoles and 
veterinary hospitals. 

(2) Fines realised in one State and made over to the Board 
shall be utilised only for the benefit of such societies or 
other organisations within the jurisdiction of that State and 
not otherwise. 

5. Principles to govern application of fines. — In applying 
the lines for the benefit of societies or other organisations in 
any state, the Board shall have due regard to the following 
principles; namey : — - 

(i) financial assistance shall first be given to societies 
dealing with the prevention of cruelty to animals 
within the jurisdiction of the Slate which arc for the 
time being recognised bv the Board; 

(ii) in granting financial assistance to such societies, duo 
regard shall be had to the amounts they had been 
receiving from the State Government prior to the 
coming into force of those rules, and consistently 
with the amount of fines at its disposal and having 
regard to the revenues of the societies concerned, 
the objects for which assistance is to be given and 
other relevant matters, the Board shall make every 
endeavour to ensure that there is no diminution in 
the amounts such societies had been receiving earlier;

(c) the certificate shall be m a form specified, in 
Schedule D.

21. Monkeys captured within theii natural habitat shall be 
placed in new, sterilized or thoroughly cleaned cages and sub- 
sequent transfer, if any, shall also be to new, disinfected or 
thoroughly cleaned cages. 

22. Monkeys shall be transported from trapping area to the 
nearest rail-head by the fastest means of transport available 
and the monkeys should not be left unattended at any time 
during the journey. 
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23. (1) (a) Monkeys shall be transported in suitable wooden 
or bamboo cages; so constructed as not to 
allow the escape of the monkeys but permit 
sufficient passage of air ventilation. 

(b) No nails, metallic projections or sharp edges 
shall be exposed on the exterior or in the inte- 
rior of the cages. 

(c) Each cage shall be equipped with appropriate 
water and feed receptables which are leak proof 
and capable of being cleaned and refilled during 
transit. 

(2) The iloor of the cages shall be made of bamboo 
reapers and the space between each reaper shall 
range between 20 mm and 30 win. 

(3) To facilitate carriage of these cages, provision may 
be made lor rope loops at the four top ents,

twelve monkeys, weighing between 1.8 and 3.00

(c) Monkeys found dead shall be removed as quickly 
as possible for suitable disposal. 

26. Tbe transport cages shall be in accordance with specifi- 
cations given in rule 28. 

27, (1) Due provision shall be made by the sender for a 
sufficient supply of food and water for the journey. 

(2) In case the journey is over six hours an attendant 
shall accompany the monkeys to supply them food. 
Water, and such other things, on route and he shall 
have access to the monkeys for feeding, giving water 
and attention at all stations on route. 

(3) The food and water containers shall be checked at 
least every six hows and refilled, if necessary.

29. Monkeys shall be brought to the airport sufficiently 
early. 

30. Monkeys shall be provided with food and water imme- 
diately before loading on the aircraft. 

31. (q) The cages shall be clearly labelled showing the 

name, address and telephone number (if any) of 
the consigner and the consignee in bold red letters, 

(b) The consignee shall be informed about the train in 
which the consignment of monkeys is being sent and 
its arrival time in advance. 


(c) The consignment of monkeys to be transported shall 
be booked by the next passenger or mail tram and 
should uot be detained after the consignment is 
accepted for booking. 

32. (a> A valid health certificate by u qualified veterinary

34. The time in transit shall be as short as possible and 
factors causing stress to monkeys shall be reduced to the 
minimum. 

35. Monkeys that are not a completely weaned, that is, 
uiiutr 1.6 kdograins in weight, shall not be transported except 
wnen specuicidty permitted by the Central Government. 

36. Pregnant and nursing monkeys shall not be transported 
except wticn specifically permuted by me Central Govern- 
mult. Pregnant and nursing monkeys and monkeys weighing 
over 5 Kilograms shall bo transported in specially designed 
individual cages. 

37. All monkeys in the samo cage shall be of the same 
species and of approximately the same weight and size. 

38. (1) In view of the dangers ol' infection, only monkeys 

oi tile same species snail transported in the samo 
cabin or compartment of the aircraft. 

(2) Apparently sick or disabled monkeys exhibiting ex- 
ternal injuries or infesicu with parasites shall not 
be transported. 

(3) Transport of other species of animals, birds fish food 
stuffs or poisonous materials, such as pesticides and 
insecticides, in the same cabin or compartment shall 
not be permitted. 

39. (1) At no time during transit shall the monkeys be left 

unattended when carried in a freighter aircraft. 

(2) At least one attendant shall be present at all times 
when the aircraft is on the ground. 

40. (1) Monkeys shall be transjiorted in suitable wooden 

cages, so constructed as not be allowed the escape 
of tbe monkeys and shall allow sufficient passage of 
air for ventilation; no mails, metallic projections or 
sharp edges shall be exposed in the interior or on 
the exterior of such cages. Each cage shall be 
equipped with water and food receptacles which 
shall be leak-proof and be capable of being cleaned 
and refilled during transit, A suitable absorbent 
material such as saw dust shall be kept m the drop- 
ping trays. 

(2) The weight of any one loaded cage shall not exceed 
45 Kilograms in any case, 

(3) The following two sizes of cages shall be used : 

(a) 460x460x460 mm— to contain not more than 
ten monkeys weighing from 1.8 to 3.0 kilograms 
each or four monkeys weighing from 3.1 to 5.0 
kilograms each; and 

(b) 760x530x460 mm— to contain not more than 
ten monkeys weighing from 1.8 to 3.0 kilograms 
each or eight monkeys weighing from 3,1 to 
5.0 kilograms each. 

(4) The construction details of the two types of 
cages shall be as given in Schedule F. 

(5) The construction details of the two types of cages 
used for the transport of pregnant arid nursing 
monkeys shall be as given in Schedule G. 
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41. (a) The cages shall be clearly labelled showing the

(b) The consignee shall be informed in advance about 
tho flight number of the freighter aircraft in which 
the Consignment of monkeys is being sent and Its 
arrival time.

surgeon to the effect that the monkeys are fit to 
travel by air and are not showing my signs of 
infectious or contagious disease shall accompany 
each consignment of monkeys. 

(2) Tu the absence of such a certificate, the carrier shall 
refuse to accept the consignment for shirm-'ot. 

(3) The form of a certificate under sub-rule (11 be as 
given in Schedule — D. 

43. (1) The air shall be changed not less than twelve times 

per hour and draughts shall be avoided and there 
shall be no dead pockets of air, 

(2) Except when the monkeys are being fed and given 
water, they shall travel in semi-darkness to make 
them quieter and less Inclined to fight thus give them 
better opportunities of resting. 

44. The food and water containers shall be checked at 
every stop and refilled, if necessary, and a sufficient stock of 
food shall be available on the aircraft and at. likely stopping 
places, 

Note : About 85 grams of food ner monkey is rremired 
daily, suitable foods arc dry cereal grains or gram. 
Tt is recommended that whole gram made tnfo 
biscuits or wheat meal breed should be fed. A 
minimum of 140 ml. of water shall be allowed for 
each monkey per day. 

45. An empty cage of the usual dimensions with its sides 
covered except 50 mm at the top to allow for ventilation 
shall be provided in the freighter aircraft for housing the 
monkeys which fall sick or are injured during the journey. 


CHAPTER IV 


Transport of Cattle’ 

46 Pules 47 to 56 shall apply to the transport by rail or 
road of cows, bulls, bullocks, buffaloes, vnk* and calves, 
(hereinafter in these rules referred to as ‘Cattle’).

48, Veterinarv first-aid equipment shall accompany nil 
batches of cattle. 

49 (a) Each consignment shall hear a label showing in hold 
red letters the name, address and telephone number 
(if any) of the consigner and consignee, the number 
and tvpes of cattle being transported and quantity 
of rations and food provided, 

(b) The consignee shall be Informed about the train 
or vehicle in which the consignment of cattle is 
being sent and Its arrival time in advance. 


(c) 


Tile consignment of cattle shall be booked by the 
next train or vehicle and shall not be detained after 
the consignment is accepted for booking. 


50. The Average space provided per cattle in Railway 
wagon or vehicle shall not bo less than two square metres. 

51. (a) Suitable ramps and platforms should be used for 

loading or unloading cattle from vehicles, 

(b) Tn case of railway wagon the dropped door of the 
wagon may be used as a ramo when loading or 
unloading is done to the platform. 

52. Cattle shall be loaded after they are properly fed and 
given water. 

53. Cattle’ in advanced stage of pregnancy shall not be 
mixed with young cattle in order to avoid stampede during 
transportation. 

54. (1) Watering arrangements en route shall be made and 

sufficient feed quantities of water shall be carried 
for emergency. 

(2) Sufficient feed and fodder with adequate reserve 
shall be carried to last during the journey. 

(3) Adequate ventilation shall be ensured, 

55. When cattle is to be transported by rail; 

(a) an ordinary goods wagons shall carry not more than 
ten adult cattle or fifteen calves on broad guage, not 
more than six adult cattle or ten calves on metre 
gauge, or not more than four adult cattle or six 
calves on narrow gauge; 

(b) every wagon carrying cattle shall have at least one 
attendant; 

(c) caftlc shall be loaded parallel to the fails, facing 
each other; 

fd) material for padding, such as straw, shall he placed 
on the floor to avoid injury if a cattle lies down 
and this shall not he less than 6 ems thick; 

(e) rations for the journey shall he carried in the middle 
of the wagon; 

(f) to nrovide adequate ventilation, upper door of one 
side of the wagon shall be kept open properly fixed 
and the upper door of the wagon shall have wire 
eaugc closely welded mesh arrangements to prevent 
burning cinders from the engines entering the wagon 
and leading to fire outbreak; 

(g) cattle wagons should be attached in the middle of 
the train; 

(h) cooking shall not be allowed in the wagons nor 
hurricane lamps without chimneys; 

fi) two breast bars shall be provided on each side of 
the wagon, one at a height of 60 to 80 cm and the 
other at 100 to 110 cm. 

(j) Cattlc-in-milk shall he milked at least twice a day 
and the calves shall be given sufficient quantity of 
milk to drink; 

6k) as far as possible, cattle may be moved during the 
nights only; 

(1) during dav time, if possible, they should be un- 
loaded, fed, gven water and rested and If in milk, 
milking shall be carried out. 

56. When cattle are to be transported by goods vehicle the 
following precautions are to be taken namely; — 

(a) specially fitted goods vehicles with a special type of 
tailboard and padding around the sides should be 
used; 

(b) Ordinary goods vehicles shall be, provided with antl- 

' slippoint material, such ns coir matting or wooden 

board on the floor and the superstructure, if low, 
should be raised: 

(c) no goods vehicle shall carry more than six cattle; 

(d) each goods vehicle shall be provided with one 
attendant; 

(c) while transporting the cattle, the goods vehicle shall 
not he loaded with any other merchandise; and 

(f) to prevent cattle being frightened or injured; they 
should preferably face the engine. 
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CHAPTER V 
Transport of Equities 

57. Rules 57 to 63 shall apply to the transport by rail, road 
or sea of horses; mules and donkeys (hereinafter in these 
rules referred to as ‘equines’). 

58. (a) A valid certificate by a qualified voterinary surgeon 

to the effect that the equines arc in a fit condition 
to travel by rail, road or sea and are not suffering 
from any infectious or contagious disease or diseases 
shall accompany each consignment. 

(b) In the absence of such a certificate, the carrier shall 
refuse to accept the consignment for transport. 

(c) The certificates shall be in a form specified in 
Schedule— I. 

59. (a) Each consignment shall bear a label showing in bold 

red letters the name address and telephone number 
(if any) of the consignor and consignee, the 
number and type of equines being transported and 
quantity of rations and food provided. 

(b) The consignee shall be informed in advance about 
the train or vehicle or ship in which the consign- 
ment of equines is being sent and its arrival time. 

(c) The consignment of equines shall be booked by the 
next train or vehicle or ship and shall not be detain- 
ed after the consignment is accepted for booking. 

60. (a) Pregnant and young equines shall not be mixed with 

other animals. 

(b) Different species of equines shall be kept separately- 

(c) Equines shall be loaded after being fed and given 
water adequately, watering arrangements, shall be 
made on route and sufficient food carried to last 
during the journey.. 

(d) Veterinary first-aid equipment shall accompany all 
batches of eauines. 

(e) Adequate ventilation shall be ensured. 

(f) Suitable ramps and platforms, improvised where not 
available, shall be used for loading and unloading 
equines. 

61. For the transport of equines by rail, the following pre- 
cautions shall ba taken ; 

(a) Equines shall be transported by passenger or mixed 
trains only; 

(b) ordinary goods wagon when used for transportation 
shall carry not more than eight to ten horses or 
ten mules or ten donkeys on broad guage and not 
more than six horses or eight mules or eight donkeys 
on metre-gauge; 

(c) in extreme hot water shall be sprinkled over the 
wagons containing equinee by the railway authorities 
to bring down temperature. Ice slabs in specially 
made containers may be nlaced inside the wagon, if 
recommended by a qualified veterinary surgeon. 

(d) every wagon shall have two attendants if the enquiries 
are more than two in number; 

(e) equines shall be loaded parallel to the rails, facing 
each other; 

(f) material for padding, such as paddy straw, shall be 
placed on the floor to avoid injury if an animal lies 
down and this shall not be less than 6 cm thick; 

(g) to provide adequate ventilation, upper door of one 
side of the wagon shall be kept upon and properly 
fixed and the upper door of the wagon shall have 
wire guage closely welded mesh arrangements to 
prevent burning cinders from the engines entering 
the wagon and leading to fire break out; 

(h) two breast bars shall be provided on each side of 
the wagon, one at a height of 60 to 80 tm and the 
other at 100 to 110 cm. 


62. For the transport of equines by goods-vehicles, rthe 
following precautions shall be taken, namely 

(a) specially fitted vehicles with a special type of tail 
board and padding around the sides shall be used; 

(b) ordinary goods vehicles shall provided with anti-slip- 
ping material on the floor and the super structure, 
if low, should be raised; 

(c) bamboo poles of at least 8 cm diameter between 
each animal and two stout batons at the back shall 
be provided to prevent the animal from falling; 

(d) to prevent horses from being frightened or injured 
their heads should face left away from the passing 
traffic; 

(e) each vehicle shall not carry more than four to six 
equines; 

(f) each vehicle shall be provided with one attendant; 

(g) these vehicles shall be driven at a speed not more 
than 35 kllometes per hour. 

63. For the transport of equines by sea the following pre- 
cautions shall be taken, namely : — 

(a) horses may normally be accommodated in single 
stalls and mules in pens, each pen holding four to 
five mules; 

(b) ample ventilation shall be ensured by keeping por- 
tholoes and providing permanent air trunks or elec- 
tric blowers on all decks, and exhaust fans shall be 
installed to blow out foul air; 

(c) all standings shall be athwart the ship with heads 
facing inwards; 

(d) to avoid distress specially during hot weather, the 
ship may go under wav immediately after unbark- 
ing disembarking shall be done as early as possible 
after anchoring; 

(e) colts and fillies shall be kept on the exposed decks; 

(f) a pharmacy and spare stalls for five per cent of 
equines shall be available; 

(g) passage between two rows of pens shall not be less 
than 1.5 metres. 

CHAPTER VI 

Transport of sheep and Goats 

64. Rules 65 to 75 shall apply to the transport of sheep and 
goats by rail or road involving journeys of more than six 
hours. 

65. (a) A valid health certificate by a qualified veterinary 

surgeon to the effect that the sheep and goats are in 
a fit condition to travel by rail or road and are not 
suffering from infectious or contagious or parasitic 
disease shall accompany each consignment. 

(b) In the absence of such a certificate, the carrier shall 
refuse to accept the consignment for transport, 

(c) The certificate shall be in a form specified in 
Schedule — J, 

66. (a) Fach consignment shall bear a label showlnr In 

bold red letters the name, address and telephone 
number (if any) of the consignor and consignee, the 
number and type of sheep' or goats being transported 
and quantity of rations and food provided. 

(b) The consignee shall be informed in advance about 
the train or vehicle in which the, consignment of 
sheep or goats are being scut and its arrival time. 

(c) The consignment of sheep or goats shall be booked 
bv the next train or vehicle and shall not be detain- 
ed after the consignment Is accepted for booking, 

67. (a) First-aid equipment shall accompany the sheep or 

goats In transit. 

(b) Suitable ramps shall be provided for loading and 
unloading the sheep or goats. 
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(c) In, the case of a railway wagon, when the loading or 
unloading is done on the platform the dropped door 
of the wagon shall be used as a ramp. 

68. Sheep and goats shall be transported separately, but U 
the lots are small speeial partition shall be provided to sepa- 
rate them, 

69. Ramps and male young stock shall not be mixed with 
female stock in the same compartment. 

70. Sufficient feed and fodder shall be carried to last dur- 
ing the journey and watering facility shall be provided at re- 
gular intervals. 

71. Material for padding, such as straw shall be placed on 
the floor to avoid injury if an animal lies down, and this snau 
be not less than 5 cm. thick. 

72. The anima ls shall not be fettered unless there is a risk 
•of their jumping out and their legs shall not be tied down.
